1919, as reported 
io the annual statistics of the attorney- 
goneral’s department, which have now 
been completed, were $1,862.845, This 
represents the entire volume of busi- 
ness that passed through: the two ven- 
dovs’ shops in’ Edmonton and Calgary, 
including, .besidcs actual sales of: liq- 
uor, such itome.as claims against. the 
railway companies, refunds and sale. of 
empties. 

Sales to .durggists for. the -year 
amounted to $1,753,935. Of this-total 
Calgury- druggists. took $958,993 and 
Edmonton: $794,942, 

Tho - duvggistse’ . profits for .seven 
months are estimated at $478,873, as 
compared with $400,000 profit that the 
government. itself.made in the.business 
fox the fulk year, snd. $1,181,760 -eati- 
mated. profits made.by. the. doctors.
